S alm o n P a c k in g o u th e Col in n (lia. 

July 31st.—To-day the salmon 
canneries along th»- lower Columbia river 
were all closed. Some astonishing figures 
have been given regarding the probable 
output of salmon for the present season, 
some figures nearly reaching 700,000 cases. 
The pack the past m onth lias been very 
large, and had it extended over another 
m onth probably the above figures would 
have been reached. 
It is certain that 
there have been over 500,000 cases of sal­ 
mon put up since the 1st of April, hut iu 
the absence of direct facts from the canners 
it would be unsafe to predict a m uch larger 
pack. 
A large am ount of this will go direct 
to England, and nearly all the vessels now 
under charter in the river will carry salmon 
over to London or Liverpool. The pack in 
British Columbia and Alaska will he a?

There appears to be a wide variance of 
opinion as between the producers and deal­ 
ers in hops. The former are inclined to 
the belief that prices this year will range 
among the high figures, and base their 
ideas upon the reports furnished by Le May 
and other English Imp factors, w hich show 
a tiad state of the hop crop in England. 
The dispatch published in the K e o o rd - 
U x io n front New York, under date of tho 
28th instant, shows that ihe crop in that 
State is also short. It says: “ The eighth an­ 
nual picnic of the hop-growcrs of O n tra l 
New York, at Oneida I-ake, is now being 
held, and 1,200 persons arc present. Views 
were exchanged regarding the crops and 
business prospects generally 
It was con­ 
ceded that this year’s crop is not up to the 
last, w hen the counties ot Otsego, M adison, 
Oneida and Schoharie received $3,000JXX> 
from foreign countries for their crop. 
It is 
thought tit is year’s yield will be from oue- 
tliird to one-half sm aller.”

F re s c o D e c o r a tin g .—The art of fresco 
decorating, which was followed in the 
Italian style for m any years, ha? advanced 
w ith architecture, mid' the frescoing now 
done is alm ost exclusively after the Renais­ 
sance pattern. 
Frescoing and plain paint­ 
ing go together. 
It is not that the frescoer 
is any less an artist. 
B ut in modern build­ 
ings,where both frescoing and plain paint­ 
ing are required, tbedivision of work is not 
desirable, while there is alm ost a? m uch 
difference in the quality of plain work as 
in that of fresco. 
Fresco painting, in the 
strict sense of the term, has made little 
progress in America, but fresco decorating 
has. The history of fresco painting during 
the first two centuries after the revival of 
art is a history of oil painting, as every 
work of im portance was executed by that 
process. 
Michael Angelo is said to have 
expressed an opinion that fresco was fit for 
men, and oil painting only for women and 
the luxurious and idle. 
But for two cen­ 
turies no works of more than average m erit 
have been executed in Italy’, w hile in Eng­ 
land fresco painting seems unsuited to the 
genius of the English school. 
In America 
the only works of consequence are in the 
Capitol’ at W ashington. 
On 
the other 
hand, fresco decorating has m ade rapid 
strides and lias become an art by’ itself. 
In 
litany business blocks and hotels in this 
city ihe frescoer lias worked such transfor­ 
mation scenes that a traveler returning 
failed to recognize the landm arks. 
In pri­ 
vate houses no decoration is so lasting and 
none other gives such a pleasing effect as 
frescoing well done. 
It has, too. this ad­ 
vantage, that small apartm ents may he 
made to appear m ore roontv, w hile such 
tints may he applied to spacious rooms as 
to m ake them lose too vast proportions. 
The eye is sometimes easily deceived, and 
the good frescoer knows it.—[New Y'ork 
Times.

position is already being debated at the 
Kast. .Vs w ae forecast here, it is urged that 
it has beffii demonstrated that men of the 
temperate zone can live without discomfort 
in the most northern latitudes, and cun 
make lung sledge journeys, if they are kept 
supplied with fuel, clothing, food and 
light shelter. The Ureely party had neither 
sickness nor death until the food sup­ 
ply ran out. If there had been a chain 
of permanent stations, the party would 
have deemed their excursion no heavy 
task. It is shown that Arctic discovery is 
not hereafter to be promoted by vague 
voyages in ships, and at the mercy of polar 
currents and ice drifts. All this is reasona­ 
ble, and the new scheme is possible of exe­ 
cution. But if new enterprises are deter­ 
mined upon, they should be wholly at tlic 
expense of private bounty, or by co-opera­ 
tion of many Governments. The Govern­ 
ment of the United States should not again 
engage alone in any Arctic discovery, 
or Arctic meteorological observation. It is 
desirable 
that geographical 
knowledge 
should be enlarged; but if it is to be done 
by official action, the great nations of the 
earth should be conjoined in the scheme. 
The expense to each would thus be light, 
the force engaged large enough to insure 
lhe success of the “ line-of-stations ” plan, 
and the probing of the mystery of the 
open polar sea. 


THE CAB DRIVERS’ CASE. 


Grover Cleveland, who stands at the head 
of a party professing to regard with espe­ 
cial interest the rights of the working man, 
denied to the hard-worked car drivers of 
New York that protection they had a 
right to demand of and expect from the 
State. They are forced to work sixteen 
hours per day now. They ask that they be 
driven by their task-masters hut twelve 
hours, leaving them eight to rest and four 
for home and relaxation. It was a reason­ 
able request; one that the State should 
have granted, not only in the interests of 
the working class, but in the interest of the 
public. One of these over-worked men 
writes toa New York paper in these words; 
“ Working sixteen hours a day, men are 
able to make only five days in a week, or 
$10, but working twelve hours a day at 
$1 50 they could work seven days and earn 
$10 50, and where would be our loss if be 
had signed the bill? 
When Governor 
Cleveland is sleeping in the morning I am 
at work. When he is attending to his 
duties during the day I am at work. When 
he goes to a place of amusement in the 
evening I am at work, and when he retires 
ti> rest at night I am still working. I have 
a little girl five months old, and during mv 
working days I have never seen her smile, 
never seen her dark blue eyes, and never 
held her in my arms awake but twice ; and 
yet this is a Christian land. Governor 
Cleveland’s veto has condemned us to a life 
in which there is no hope, no joy, and no 
chance of improvement.” 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


THE SANITARY AGITATION. 


One of the speakers at the sanitary meet­ 
ing of Wednesday struck the right chord 
when he said that what is needed here is 
continued agitation of the question of sani­ 
tary reform. That has been the view of 
the Record-Union ever since it began this 
agitation a year and more ago. 
Its advice 
was to begin work then that everyone now 
demands shall be done ami has been too 
long delayed. 
The speaker charged that 
there is apathy among our people on the 
subject not creditable to their intelligence. 
It must be admitted that they are not so 
quick to move in such matters as is desir­ 
able, but we have faith that now having 
entered upon the work, they will not cease 
the effort to accomplish great results. Who­ 
ever has read the proceedings of the meet­ 
ing must be convinced of the urgent need 
for the application of immediate correctiv 
and preventive measures. Suppose we for­ 
tunately escape cholera and yellow fever this 
year, it will not prove that the need for re­ 
form has diminished. 
The fear is that 
when the summer is over the people will 
become lethargic again upon this subject. 
The greatest efforts should be made to pre­ 
vent this. 
How do we find ourselves now ? 
With vast and imperative work to do and 
no possibility of accomplishing it all this 
season. 
One of the chief threats to the 
public health, we are told, cannot be re­ 
moved under some months of hard labor, 
and at a great cost, and this is a confession 
of woful neglect in the past. It is perfect­ 
ly 
evident that 
the cesspool 
system 
must be abolished. 
It 
was 
proven 
at 
the 
meeting 
that 
the 
soil 
is 
largely permeated by the taint of the cess­ 
pools, and well-borers find evidence of it 
constantly. This routs the theory that the 
annual sipage rise purifies the soil. As one 
of the Board of Health put it. “ the earth 
is a great deodorizer, and the best oxydiz- 
ing agent we have; but there comes a time 
when it completes its office, and can no 
longer act, as is eviduticcd by experience 
with burial places." That time has quite 
arrived here, and we can no longer neglect 
the duty of commanding and enforcing a 
cessation of the filth saturation system. 
Five years ago the Record-Union pointed 
out these things, and warned the citv of the 
inevitable. There is a duty incumbent 
u]>oii this people now, the neglect of which 
will just as certainly entail a punishment 
of the most terrible character, as that days 
will dawn and nights close in. The agita­ 
tion now renewed must not be permitted to 
•die out for a day. Mere captious objectors, 
cranks and fogies must stand aside, and the 
demonstrations of science, sanitary discov­ 
ery and experience be heeded and acted 
upon. There is nothing of the alarmist 
nature in all this. A revolution in the 
sanitary affairs of this city must t ike place, 
and begin at once. 


THE STATION PLAN

Theue is spreading a story of wonderful 
gold discoveries in the Andes. The exact 
locality is not indicated, but some Ameri­ 
can miners have already set out for the re­ 
ported new KL Dorado. The story grew 
out of the sudden return to Deadwood of 
an old miner who had dropped out of 
memory for a long time. He brought 
with him some remarkable gold specimens, 
declaring that he found them at a point 
eight days travel from the headwaters of 
the Amazon, and that he discovered |}ie 
true fissure, which absolutely bewildered 
him with its richness, but before he could 
begin work upon it he was driven away by 
Indians, and he came back to organize a 
band of skilled miners to return to the 
spot. Five men joined him anti they re­ 
turned, and send reports of the most won­ 
derful discoveries. American miners have 
had some severe lessons regarding ‘‘new 
diggings,” and there is not likely to be any 
sudden rush to the Andes. Yet there are 
many reasons for believing that South 
American gold fields have not been half 
explored, or half discovered, and it may 
remain for the Yankee nation to lay bare 
the treasures of the continent.

Stanton and Susan C. Anthony, President 
and Vice-President of the National Woman 
Suffrage Association, have issued an ad­ 
dress to the members, making some sug­ 
gestions to co-workers, stating " why they 
should remain steadfastly with the polit­ 
ical party that for the last quarter of a cen­ 
tury has most faithfully represented the 
fundamental principles of republican gov­ 
ernment.” 
The address says: “ At the 
opening of the next session, with our bills 
and reports waiting their turn on the cal­ 
endars of both houses, it is to the Republi­ 
cans we must look for discussion and 
division 
on 
our 
questions, 
and 
did they constitute a 
two-thirds ma­ 
jority we should confidently hope for the 
passage of a resolution to submit a six­ 
teenth amendment; but we have nothing 
to expect from any of the other parties now 
struggling into existence. As to the Green­ 
back and Anti-Monopoly parties, with their 
quasi recognition of woman's political 
equality in their platforms, ami the rank 
and file of seceding Democrats and work­ 
ingmen who will constitute his supporters, 
Hon. Benj. F. Butler would be powerless to 
help us.” The Prohibitionists are thus 
disposed o f: “ To make woman suffrage 
the tail to their kite is to defy the laws of 
gravitation.

I rancisco. The California Southern, now 
reaching from San Diego to San Bernar­ 
dino, 130 miles, is to be extended to a junc- 
r,°n -T, , ,lie Pur°hased Mojave division. 
It will then be formally transferred to die 
Atlantic and Pacific, which will thus be 
extended to the bay of San Diego.

It 
has been remarked in previous reports and 
it is now repeated, that the absence of per­ 
manent banks capable of resisting the ac­ 
tion of the river currents in freshets causes 
the channel in the river above Colusa to 
change position, not only from year to year,

season. 
If the river could be held between firm 
banks a permanent improvement would 
be possible; but the cost of establishing 
this condition of things is so great that the 
proposition cannot now be entertained. 
The most expedient treatment is that now 
pursued, namely, to maintain in commis­ 
sion during tlie greater part of the year a 
boat equipped to destroy snags, to scrape 
bars and to build wing dams when necessi­ 
ty arises. But for tlie operations of tlie 
Seizer, the river above Colusa would now 
have become unnavigable, and navigation 
below Colusa would have lieeu dangerous. 
It is proposed to continue these operations 
with tlie funds asked for in this report. 
The aggregate of the appropriations made 
for these rivers, beginning March 3, 1875, is 
$445,000. of which there has been expended

NEWS. 


T h e C h o le ra S itu a tio n . 
Marseilles, July 31st.—Of the total 
number of deaths in France from the 
cholera this year, probably the great ma­ 
jority died inside of nine Hours after they 
were seized with illness-. Some have not 
died until after being sick a day or more, 
but the majority of the eases were settled 
one way or the other within eight or ten 
hours. ' At tlie start there is diarrhea and 
vomiting. This usually lasts but a short 
time. Then follow cramps and icy chills, 
and this stage has conimonly'been reached 
by the time tlie jiatient has"arrived at tlie 
hospital. If circulation can then be re­ 
stored. ami be kept up by the use of ten or 
fifteen grains ot acetate of ummonia, the 
same quantity of alcohol, and by violent 
rubbing, there is some chance of recovery, 
though tlie chance is slight. But if circu­ 
lation cannot be kept up death is certain. 
In the last stages some patients are deliri­ 
ous, Avhile others enter into a comatose 
condition ; but the latter part of the disease 
is generally a frightful tiling to behold. It 
is simply hellish torture. The total deaths 
in France to date are about 2,300. 
Marsp.ii.les. July 31st.—The lower classes 
dislike and oppose the physicians because 
they have the" notion that physicians have 
been instructed to help tlie cholera along, 
in order to get rid of tlie surplus popula­ 
tion. 
Rome, July 31st.—Six thousand persons 
are detained in the various lazarettos on the 
frontier and along the coast. 
Lisbon, July 31st.—The port of Puelva, 
Spain, has been declared infected witli 
cholera. 
The ports between Cadiz and 
Ayanionte, both inclusive, are also suspect­ 
ed of being infested. 
Paris. July 31st.—There were three chol­ 
era deaths at Marseilles and three at Tou­ 
lon last night. 
Taris, July 31st.—At Marseilles this 
evening there hail been four deaths from 
cholera since noon. Two deaths from the 
disease occurred at Toulon to-day. There 
ara no serious cases in tlie hospitals there, 
and the fears that the epidemic would 
break out again are subsiding. One death 
occurred from cholera at Oreux to-day, one 
at Montford, and one at Susargcus. 
M arseilles, July 31st. —■ There is a 
marked decrease in tlie number of cholera 
eases throughout the district. Tlie Munici­ 
pal Council have resolved to erect a tablet 
to commemorate tlie noble sacrifice of tlie 
doctors and Sisters of Charity who were 
victims of the epidemic. Dr. Potroso, who 
died yesterduv, will have a street named 
after him. TÍiere have been seven deaths 
from cholera in the department Ardechas. 


REPORT FROM AN AMERICAN CONSUL ON TH E 
CHOLERA EPID EM IC. 
Washington. July 31st.—The Secretary 
of State has received from Consul Mason a 
long report on the cholera epidemic now 
prevailing at Toulon and Marseilles. The 
Consul says, in part: Both Marseilles and 
Toulon suffered terribly in tlie rholera epi­ 
demic of 1865. During tlie 19 years winch 
have elapsed since then Marseilles has been 
in several important respects almost re­ 
built 
Her pavements, her sewage system, 
her water supply and method of clean­ 
ing the. 
streets, 
removing 
the night 
soil, 
inspecting 
and 
regulating mar­ 
kets, 
her quarantine regulations and 
hospital facilities are all probably un­ 
surpassed in excellence by those of any 
European or American city. Tlie old quar­ 
ters of the city (ancient Marseilles), which 
was scourged so sharply by the plague in 
former centuries, has been pierced with 
broad avenues, streams of pure water flow 
down the gutters, tlie narrower streets and 
allevs, and the pavements of the principal 
thoroughfares are washed and swept with 
frequency, which leaves nothing to be de­ 
sired. Ás there is no tide to maintain the 
circulation of the sea Avater through the 
inclosed ports, tlie inevitable result is that 
the latter grow foul and pestilent. The 
same conditions, unmitigated by equally 
vigorous sanitary measures, prevail at Tou­ 
lon, and it is thought that it was the dredg­ 
ing of a disused dock there, during tlie 
nt mtlis of April and May, which devel­ 
oped the seeds of the present epidemic. 
In spite of this, a number of deatiis have 
occurred in the cleanest and handsomest 
portions 
of Marseilles. 
Tlie attack of 
cholera has been this year far more vigor­ 
ous and fatal than in the great epidemic 
nineteen years ago, and all thepresent indi­ 
cations poi nt to a summer of gloom and suf­ 
fering for the people of Toulon and Mar­ 
seilles. 
All that energy und liberality 
could perform, all that sanitary science 
could suggest, has been done: but the pesti­ 
lence is here, and defies restraint. The pres­ 
ent situation may he summarized as fol­ 
lows : The epidemic which now prevails 
at Marseilles and Toulon is Asiatic cholera, 
imported, beyond all reasonable doubt, 
from Saigon, China, from the French port 
ofSurthe to tliejiort of Toulon. At first 
the disease was of a type medically classi­ 
fied as "benign,” blit its malignity has 
since increased by its further diffusion and 
development under the influence of the 
continued hot weather. 
In compliance 
with instructions from the Department this

ascertained 
from 
offi­ 
cial 
searches 
that 
no 
emigrants 
have 
recently 
left 
either 
Toulon 
or Marseilles by sea for tlie United 
States. It should be added, however, that 
few emigrants for American i*orts ever em­ 
bark here, us tlie steamers leaving Mar­ 
seilles usually touch at one or inore Me­ 
diterranean stations before leaving their 
final point of departure, and emigrants 
usually go by rail to this ultimate port of 
departure, to embark for the United States. 
It is therefore suggested that all vessels 
bringing emigrants 
or baggage to the 
United States from Bordeaux, Havre, La 
Rochelle, or any other French port not yet 
declared infected, should be subjected, upon 
their arrival, to the most careful sanitary 
regulations. 
Clean bills of health have 
been refused at this Consulate to nil \-esseIs 
clearing for ports in the United States since 
the 25th of June, and none sttch will be 
granted until Marsei lies is officially declared 
free from the contagion. 
T lie L u x h a m G ijon C o llisio n . 
Madrid, July 31st.—Captain Newton, a 
passenger on the steamer Laxliam, which 
was sunk after the collision with tlie 
steamer Gijon, escaped with fifteen Span­ 
iards and landed at Muros.

The art of pro­ 
longing ltfetn (liis fashion appears to be 
less well understood now than formerly. 
T h e Registrar-General, in liis report for 
1882, lately published, observes that the 
deaths ascribed to old age have for many 
years been diminishing in their proportion 
to the population, and in 1882 were fewer 
in proportion than in any former year. 
As old age is the natural termination of 
life, and the ailment of which ail prefer 
eventually to die, this nggivgaie falling-off 
in the mortality from t his cause, if real, 
would not b e an indisputable advantage. 
But doubtless much of diefallingoff under 
this heading is merely due to gradual im­ 
provement in the specification of the causes 
of which the old die. This, however does 
not account for all the apparent decline in 
the mortality. For there was in each of 
the three years. 1880, 1881 and 1882, a sen­ 
sible decline in the mortality of persons of 
advanced age from all causes; and in 1882 
especially the death rate of persons fifty- 
five years of age and upward; whether male» 
or females, was lower than it hnd been for 
many years, probably than it had ever been 
before. The main /actor that determines 
the death rate of the aged is temperature 
of the wintcrmonths ; and in 1882 the" mean 
temperature of each of the six months of 
the first and fourth quarters was above tlie 
average. In fact, the best advice that oan 
be given to old people anxious to linger on 
hi this planet is, “ Keep yourselves warm."

A State Board ortKqualization, con­ 
sisting of one m em ber from encn Congressional 
District in th is State, as the saíne existed in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected by the qualified electors ol th eir respec­ 
tive districts, at the general election to be held 
in the year oue th ousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six, aud at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term o r office shall be for four 
years, whose duty it shall be to equalize the 
valuation of the taxable property in tlie several 
counties o f the M ate for the purposes of tax a­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall be ex officio 
a m em ber of the Board. The Boards of Super­ 
visors of th e several counties of the State shall 
constitute Boards of E qualization for th eir 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable, property 
in the county for the purpose of taxation: pro­ 
vided. such State and County Boards of Kquali- 
zutinn are hereby authorized and em powered, 
under such rules of notice a* tlie County Boards 
mav prescribe, as to th e county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State Board 
m ay prescribe as to th e action ofth e State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessm ent roll, 
or any assessm ent contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessm ent of the projierty con­ 
tained in said assessm ent roll, and m ake the 
assessm ent conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll , provided, 
th at no Board of E qualization shall raise any 
m ortgage. deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by w hich a debt is secured, m oney or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of E qualization shall continue 
in office until th eir successors, as herein pro­ 
vided for, shall be elected and shall qualify. 
The leg islatu re shall have pow er lo redistriet 
the State, into four districts as nearly equal in 
population as practical, and to provide for the 
elections o f m em bers of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 


Each am endm ent shall be voted upon sepa­ 


rately from the others, by ballot, at the n ex t 


general election, to be holden on TUESDAY, 


the 4th day of NOVEMBER. A. D. 1884. The

C ity Sewage. 
E w . R kcord-U nion : I have read, w ith 
the interest of an old citizen, the report in 
the R eco rd -U n io n of the combined meet­ 
ing of the city au th o rities and Citizens' 
A ssociation, called to discuss san itary m at­ 
ters, and ask the use of your columns to 
present some views in opposition to those 
advanced at this meeting. After years of 
effort our people have voted an appropria­ 
tion to begin a much-needed work of drain­ 
age and sewage reform. 
In so im portant a 
matter, involving sooner or later the expen­ 
diture of hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
it would seem right to present various plans 
to property-holders. and that one should be 
adopted which, in the opinion of sanitary 
engineers, offers the safest and least objec­ 
tionable features. To pum p th e filthy sew­ 
age of 25,000 people directly into a river 
from which they get all their water, is 
a 
very 
old plan, 
once 
universally 
adopted, 
but 
now 
as 
universally 
condemned 
by 
sanitary 
authorities 
everywhere. 
Medical literature is full 
of 
instances where 
the valleys 
of 
rivers have been rendered alm ost unin­ 
habitable by the drainage of inland cities, 
and epidemics of low fevers have often 
been traced to the m inutest quantities of 
sewage m atters found in such drinking 
waters ; and yet with such facts before us 
our Trustees and Board of H ealth urge the 
adoption of this effete plan, which at least 
risks tjif purity of our own water supply 
and throw s upon our river neighbors below 
us a frightful cause of disease and death. 
Even if they avoid drinking the water, it is 
certain that during low stages of the river 
the sewage will 
be deposited along the 
banks and the air will become vitiated and 
low fevers will result. 
In protesting against such a disposition 
of our sewage, m y reasons are not alone to 
avoid river pollution, but are m ainly to 
urge upon our citizens the adoption of a 
plan to epurate our sewage by irriga­ 
tion and 
agriculture. 
Our 
city 
is 
most 
favorably 
situated to put such 
a 
plan 
in 
active 
operation. 
W e 
have at our doors the poor land which 
would become im mensely valuable and 
profitable when flooded by our lifted sew­ 
age. It would be no experim ent to try the 
project, for the system is already in success­ 
ful operation in two hundred cities and 
towns in England, and experience has 
shown that sewage farms are very healthy. 
Further, the plan will return to the city or 
its owners a fair rate of interest upon the 
necessary investm ent. 
I cannot better 
close m y w riting upon this point than by 
quoting’ the following item from a late 
sanitary jo u rn a l: 
“ Leamington, with 26,000 inhabitants, 
spent $10.000 in chemical experiments, after 
which the A B C Company in 1869 at­ 
tempted to purify the sewage, but gave it 
up in 1871. It was then allowed to flow 
into the river Leam. A law suit followed, 
costing the city $25,000, in which it was 
defeated, and compelled at an expense 
of $7.500 more 
to 
purify -the river. 
Lord Warwick then consented to receive 
the sewage ut>on liis estate, the city con­ 
tracting to deliver it at the highest point 
of the farm for a period of thirty-tw o years, 
for which Lord W arwick engages to pay 
$2,250 annually. The sewage am ounts to 
a little over 1.000,000 gallons per day, and 
is distributed over the land which has not 
been leveled by w hat is known as the 
’ donkey-back ’ ’ system — elevated 
open 
drains, on the sides of which is th e vege­ 
tation. 
It has transform ed the poorest 
parts of the farm into soil of m uch fertility, 
and financially has proved a great success. 
From eight to nine cuts of Italian ryegrass 
two feet high are made each y e a r; ' celery, 
strawberries and currants grow rem arkably 
well. The beef, m ilk and butter are in 
great dem and and bring the highest prices. 
The laborers are in the best of health, and 
Lord W arwick 
has received num erous 
prizes for one of the best-kept farms in the 
Kingdom.” 
So far as our present drainage canal is 
concerned, I cannot agree with the Board 
of H ealth that it should be abandoned, 
even if our sewage is otherwise provided 
for. 
For a great portion of its length it 
follows a natural water-course, and will al­ 
ways assist in doing a good work (or sur­ 
face drainage for the low portion of our 
city'. The right for its use was acquired 
at m uch cost and trouble, and it only needs 
ordinary care and cleaning to render it par­ 
ticularly useful at certain seasons of the 
year, 
if our authorities will order the 
hundreds of thousands of gallons of w ater 
now being uselessly throw n into China 
slough to be turned into the sewers which 
open into this canal, the lazy current will 
begin to move, and the foul m atters will 
become so diluted th at they will be less 
unhealthy.

B ro u h t from T h e N e ed le s.—Two men 
who had been engaged in rebuilding a 
railroad bridge at T he Needles, and were 
taken suddenly ill. as were num erous 
others, as m entioned in yesterday’s tele­ 
graphic dispatch to the R eco rd -U n io n , 
were yesterday brought to the Railroad 
H ospital. Several other rr.emhers of the 
party of workm en were taken to Oakland. 
The men in the hospital here are doing 
well. 
They appear to be suffering from 
the effect of exposure to a very hot sun. 
The Bulletin of last evening had the fol­ 
lowing in reference to the men taken to 
O ak lan d : “ A partv of railroad men ar­ 
rived at Oakland tiiis m orning from The 
Needles, bringing the body of W illiam Ab­ 
ner McKean, the foreman, who died two 
days ago. The men tell a pitiful story of 
sufferings and sickness from the intense 
heat. They were engaged in rebuilding 
the bridge destroyed by the washouts. 
They left Oakland about two weeks ago. 
Several were taken sick alm ost imme- 
mediately, and later were prostrated by the 
intense heat. Two men died—the fore­ 
m an. McKean, and J. J. Crow. Just be­ 
fore the party left, six m en were prostrated 
suddenly and alm ost at tlic same time. 
They were carried into a train and bathed 
and rublted while the ears were moving 
northward, but they did not revive until 
the train reached Mojave. McKcan and 
Crow both died very suddenly. 
W hile 
working they fell to the ground in a sem i­ 
unconscious state, and died w ithin an 
hour. Home of the men at work live in 
Oakland, and their wives and families are 
very anxious for their safety. 
Dr. Woolsey 
made an exam ination of the body of Mc­ 
Kean this m orning, and pronounced sun­ 
stroke the cause of death. 


B ody R ec o v er ed.—The body of John 
Miller, who was drowned w hile swimming 
last Sunday a few miles below the city, as 
heretofore published in the R ecord-1 ' n io n, 
was found yesterday about a mile above 
Clarksburg. ’ Justice’ Bright, of W ashing­ 
ton, held an Inquest, the jury returning 
a verdict of accidental drowning. The re­ 
m ains were taken in charge by W. J. Kava- 
natigh, undertaker, who embalmed them 
to stop further decomposition—the body 
was badly swollen, but not disfigured so us 
to be unrecognizable. 
A letter having been 
received from a lady of Han Francisco, re­ 
questing to be notified when the body was 
recovered, as she believed the deceased was 
her husband, the rem ains were taken by 
Mr. Kavanangh to his undertaking rooms, 
and placed in the basement preparatory to 
being put on ice. Before this could be 
done, however, the intensely offensive odor 
caused the people of the neiglilwirhood to 
rise in indignation, and tlie Health Officer 
was sent for. That official directed that 
prom pt measures be taken to rem edy the 
evil, and was informed that when tlie body 
was covered with ice the odor would cense.

Several tons of the ore has been taken out, 
which looks better than that taken from 
near the surface at any other point.

The real and personal property assess­ 
ment of Los Angeles county has increased 
$5,000,000 the past year. 
It is estimated that there are forty thrash­ 
ing machines at work in Los’ Angeles 
county six days in the week, turning out 
75,000 bushels of grain daily. 
Father Prando. who has reached Salt 
Lake front the Blackfoot Agency, says 
manv of the Indian lodges are without a 
child remaining and some with but one 
man. 
The Ix)s Angeles Herald says that the 
loss of the Muscat is only on the high 
mesas. 
The rich plains of Orange and 
Santa Ana, which are less than 300 feet 
above the sea level, do not give evidence of 
any loss. 
The honey yield in Ventura county is im ­ 
mense and of the very best quality. 
It is 
estimated that it will reach sixteen hundred 
tons or nearly three and a quarter million 
pounds. There are nearly 9,000 bee colonies 
in Ventura county. 
John T. Caine, th.e Mormon delegate to 
Congress, concluded a discourse at Salt 
Lake, Sunday, by saying : “ I believe there 
are some men in'Congress whose hatred of 
the Mormons is so strong that they would 
actually stand complacently by and see 
many of our people burned at the stake.” 
Following is a list of the placer canyons 
of Los Angeles county ; 
San Antonio, Pa­ 
lomas, Sierra Pelón, Placerito, Mayo, San 
Gabriel, Santa Feliciana, San Francisuuito 
and the Pira, the oldest gold-bearing can­ 
yon in the State, which is located in Ven­ 
tura county, but which rises in Los Angeles 
county. 
Valuable gold diggings are reported to . 
have been discovered on Lone creek, tribu­ 
tary to the Skeena river, B. C. 
Six hun­ 
dred dollars is said to have been taken out 
by one man in two days. Two other men 
claim to have found 
$1,700 
in three 
hours. Men are deserting the canneries 
and flocking to the diggings. 
A huge rattlesnake was captured by joe 
Chatham at the St. Julien mine, Amador 
county, one day last week. 
His snakeship 
liad crawled into Joe’s bed daring his ab­ 
sence, and was killed for bjs imprudence. 
The dead reptile was_bi-ought to Amador 
City, and is now reposing calmly in a large 
bottle of alcohol in the drug store. 
According to the Contra Costa News, the 
quicksilver and coal deposits in that county 
have proved to he of such great value that 
the Government has directed an examina­ 
tion of their metallurgical and geological 
worth, and to deline the lines between agri­ 
cultural and mineral lands. 
A surveying 
and scientific party left Martinez last week 
for the purpose of making examinations. 
The body of the man found a few miles 
above Vallejo on Sunday is now believed to 
be that o f Lawrence Lynch, ex-Master-at- 
Arms of the United States steamer Pensa­ 
cola. 
He came to Mare Island recently 
from the East, for his discharge, nnd was 
paid off last Tuesday, receiving a $1,000 
check on the United States Sub-Treasury 
and $54 in money. Foul play is suspected, 
and the case is being worked up. 
The great bridge over the Colorado river 
at The Needles, in California, on the At­ 
lantic and Pacific Railroad, has been com­ 
pleted. 
All trains are running through. 
Pullman sleepers will commence at once 
running front San Francisco to Kansas 
City, and Kansas City to San Francisco, 
without change or transfer. TIip line is 
said to be in fine condition for the trans­ 
continental passenger and freight business. 
Private advices from the State of Sonora, 
dated July 25th, state that the true facts re­ 
garding the yellow fever have been sup­ 
pressed, and that the plague is increasing. 
Railroad men are especially in danger. On 
the Monday previous to the 25th inst. the 
people of Hermosillo were preparing to 
leave the town. 
Although the United 
States Government had sent Dr. T. King 
Ross to Nogales, and lie has prevented 
several sick families from leaving, there is 
still danger of some coming into Arizona. 
In the suit of Abraham vs. the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, in the United 
States Circuit Court at Portland, Judge 
Deady overruled the defendant’s demurrer. 
Plaintiff, about a year ago, sent the follow­ 
ing dispatch from Glendale to Roseburg: 
“ Don't sell any wheat. 
Hold few days.” 
The dispatch was received, “ Don’t sell all 
wheat.” 
By this error plaintiff claimed 
he was damaged $20,009. 
The telegraph 
company demurred that there was no ma­ 
terial change in the dispatch; but this was 
overruled as above stated. 


How a C o u n t e r f e i t C an B e D e te c te d . 
A circular issued by the United States Treas­ 
ury Counterfeit Detector states that the new 
counterfeit ten-dollar Treasury note, which 
was recently reported as of the series of 
1878, is of 1875 instead. 
In some respects 
this counterfeit is ver}- well executed, 
while in others the work is very bad. All 
Treasury notes of the series of 1875 are 
printed on the fiber paper known as the 
Wilcox patent. The fiber lias the appear­ 
ance of coarse black hairs scattered through 
the paper, without regard to regularity, 
and may readily be seen in the open panel 
on the back of the note. 
The counterfeit­ 
ers could not get this paper, hut an at­ 
tempt has been made to imitate it by print­ 
ing black 
lines 
on 
the 
surface. 
The 
difference between the black lines and 
the 
fiber 
can 
be 
readily 
detected 
by the use of a 
magnifying glass or 
by 
tearing the paper across one of the 
fibers. In the border at the top of the gen­ 
uine note the words, “ This note is a legal 
tender for ten dollars.” are distinctly sepa­ 
rated from each other. 
In the counterfeit 
the letter “ a ” and the word “ legal ’’ form 
one word, as do the two words “ for” and 
“ ten.’’ The last four letters of thi? word 
“ printing,” in the line below the one re­ 
ferred to, are in italics in the counterfeit, 
while the balance of the line is in roman. 
The red ink used on the counterfeit is poor 
and of brick-red color, while the ink on 
the original is of a bright carmine. 
The 
geometrical lathe work ill the upper left- 
hand corner of the counterfeit surrounding 
the “ X ” is good, while that on the upper 
right-hand corner is very poor, and the 
lines in the work cannot he traced as they 
can in the genuine hills. On the back 
of the 
counterfeit the 
word 
“ This,” 
beginning the phrase “ This note is a legal 
tender,” etc., is printed “ Tins.” 
There arc 
other slight errors in tlicprinted law on the 
back of the counterfeit. 
There are no 
counterfeits on the series of 1SU9, 187'. and 
1830.

Here sanitary and microscopic 
science 
come together. Spores thrive in low ground 
and under low conditions of life. For re­ 
demption fly to hot water and soap, ye who 
live in danger of malarial poisoning. 
Hot 
water is sanitary; soap is more sanitary. 
Fight typhus, sniall-pox, yellow fever and 
ague with soap. Soap is a board of health. 
Cleanliness is next to godliness,' und so 
far as physical health goes, far in advance 
of wliat passes current for godliness in this 
wicked world. 
But, as a matter of fact, it 
is a poor kind of godliness that does not 
make people cleaner as well as better. 
Daily contact with soap awl water will 
help wonderfully in pronerly regulating 
the habits of everyday life.’
